Claims 9, 1 1-12 and 14 are rejected under 35U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Steidel in view of Jenkins (4830269). Steidel has all the claimed 
process steps of claim 9 except the paper web is not referred to as stock. Column 1 , 
lines 1 8-1 9 refers to webs of paper business forms. A continuous web in roll form is 
processed as shown in fig. 17. See col. 26, line 66. Interchangeable paper processing 
modules having the functions of printing, gluing, glassine placement over window 
diecuts, and diecut are listed at col. 5 lines 8-27. the first printing station of claim 9 
could be the lithographic printer module with the second station being the dot matrix 
module for printing addresses on the glassine windows or anywhere as desired. The 
claimed step of extending the web through a patch station for applying adhesive is met 
by use of the gluing module of col. 5, line 23 to glue the claimed patch material using 
the "placing module used to place "glassine over window diecuts" disclosed at col. 5, 
lines 24-25. The diecut module disclosed in line 20 of col. 5, could be placed after the 
glassine applying module. Steidel teaches his modules can be arranged as desired. 
See col. 6, lines 35-40. One skilled in the art would know that it is glassine "paper" used 
to cover diecut windows on envelopes as called for in claim 1 1 . 

To select paper stock as the paper material used for Steidel's paper web would 
have been an obvious choice to one skilled in the art in view of the Jenkins teaching of 
using web or mailers stock for business forms. See col. 1 , lines 5-6 and col. 2, lines 48- 
53 of Jenkins. Motivation for this selection would be its availability in roll form useful for 
the fig. 17 Steidel roll. See col. 2, lines 50-53 of Jenkins. Note also that a glassive 
patch is taught by Jenkins at col. 1 , line 13. 
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Note also the teaching of pasting a glassine patch to a glue line is "conventional". 
See col. 4, lines 30-36 of Jenkins. The window aperture 74 is conventional diecut. See 
col. 4, lines 31-36. Glue is described as synonymous with adhesive. See col. 5, lines 
9-10. 

Regarding claims 12 and 14 the above explanation applies to like limitations of 
claims 9 and 1 1 . The claim 12 limitation of the operative coupling of the patch material 
supply and the adhesive applicator is met by the Steidel teaching of the programmable 
electronic velocity or displacement "profile" whereby the web drive within each module 
is related (operatively coupled) to its main process drive. See col. 2, lines 55-65. 

The claimed sequence of having the second printing following the adhesive patch 
station is taught by the use of the various plural printing modules and the previously 
cited passage of Steidel at coL 6, lines 35-40. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
Claim 15 stands allowed.
